Formerly Regional Forest Research Officer to the Eastern 
Nigerian Government and later Forestry Adviser to the 
Federal Nigerian Government 


The Ibibio are a large tribe inhabiting the South East of Nigeria, west 
of the Cross River. Their social organisation largely revolves around 
the still-powerful, all male, Ekpo or ‘spirit’ society. The masks are used 
in masquerades, which at the present time are mostly in November, the 
month of the main yam harvest when money is available, for extortion 
appears to be one of the activities of the members of the Society: 
formerly slave traders terrified their victims by wearing grotesque masks. 
Outside influences have since introduced both beautiful and comic 
elements. The smaller masks are worn by the sons of Members, who 
make up the junior echelons of the ‘small’ EkXpo. If a woman inadvert- 
ently uncovers the identity of a masked member she is subjected to 
severe penalties.
